WASHINGTON, April 14. —Mr.Pauncefote 


now thinks that the Behrinz sea compli- 
cation will be amicably adjusted and 
that the bill relating to this qnestion 
which passe* parliament will be satisfacto- 
rily amended so as to meet the contention 
of the government of the United States. 
The president's proclamation relative to 
the Bearing sea sealing law was ditect 
and to the point, and the English govern- 
ment fully understands what it means 
and to whom it applies. 


It is understood that Sir Julian has con- 


veyed to his government and also to the 
Canadian authorities the interpretation 
which the IThlted States maintains, and 
will insist on, as to the meaning of the 
awards of the tribunal of arbitration at 
Paris.

It is entirely a man made 
institution, yet women and children are 
brought there daily, and no matter how 
unfortunate, helpless or frightened they 
may be they find no one near but 
strange, frowning men, to whom it is all 
business—cold, simple, abstract busi- 
ness. 


Think once what a difference the 


presence of an intelligent, dignified 
woman, who has the power to report and 
publish the proceedings to a large por- 
tion of the community, must make 
there! The very judges listen more at- 
tentively to the evidence and take more 
pains to call it out; awed and abashed 
women and children are encouraged to 
speak out and tell their own stories;' 
lawyers dare not be so bullying and vul-, 
gar; innocent victims are more often set 
free, and the guilty, who arc sometimes • 
more sinned against than Miming, saved ' 
from deeper punishments and di'gtada- 
tions.

THo Communism of Capital, 


In 1843 the works of Charles Fourier, 


the joint stock communist of France, 
were brought to this country, His the- 
ories setting forth the great advantages 
of combination to both labor and capital, 
being accepted sinl advocated by Horace 
Greeley, Dr. Cuanning and other young 
leaders of thought, created a great furore, 
and phalanxes or associations, composed 
of people who were to share the products 
of their labor in common after paving 
dividends on capital invested, were form- 
ed in various parts of the country. 


While these associations for different 


causes failed, so far as the people com- 
posing them were concerned, yet capital, 
as never before, discovered the great ad- 
vantages of combination. 
Capitalists 


soon found that it was better for capital 
to buy the labor needed in the market 
rather than to organize the people into 
phalanxes or associations. Consequently 
only one element of Fourier's scheme 
continued, and as a result we have today 
in our country a comuiunium of capital 
that is all powerful and includes the bulk 
of the nation's wealth. 


An examination of Fourier's books 


shows that trusts and combines are all 
organized in harmony with the doctrines 
of this great communist, omitting the 
humane part of his scheme whereby the 
people who did the work became a fixed 
part of the commune or combination or- 
ganized. Thus it seems to me that the 
capitalists are the communists of our 
country at the present time, and while 
they cry out, vigorously against socialism 
or communism they condemn that which 
they practice to their own great advan- 
tage.—J. W. Coultas in Chicago Record.

How to Prepare Salmon With Mayonnaise. 


Five pounds of salmon are enough for 


12 people. Get a piece midway between 
tail and shoulders. Boil it the day be- 
fore and put away in a cold place till 
reg/ly for use. To-boil it tie it in a cloth 
and put 2- tablespoonfnls of vinegar and 
a tablespoonf ul of salt in the water. Put 
the fish in cold water and stand on a 
moderate fire. After it begins to boil 
let it boil 20 minutes or half an hour. 
Lift it out carefully by the cloth in which 
it is boiled and let it drain well before 
removing the cloth. Then place it in a 
porcelain dish and set away. When 
•eady for use, put it on a fish platter, re- 
move the skin and dress it all around 
with crisp white lettuce leaves, pour 
iver it a little 'tarragon vinegar, garnish 
t prettily with hard boiled eggs cut in 
quarters lengthwise, lemon cut in the 
lame way, dash a few capers over it, 
and last of all pour the mayonnaise over 
t and serve. 


How to Make Oyster Croqnattei, 


Drain and plump and ruffle 25 oysters. 


Skim them out and chop fine. To a gill 
of liquor that exuded from the oysters 
add an equal amount of cream, and when 
t boils thicken with 2 tablespoonfnls of 
lour rubbed into a heaping one of butter 
and stir constantly until it is smooth. 
Add the well beaten yolks of 8 eggs; let 
roil up once and remove from the fire. 
Add a teaspoonful of celery salt, a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, a bit of cay- 
enne and a palatable seasoning of white 
[jepper and ealt and return the oysters. 
When cold, form into oval or round cro- 
quettes, dip in beaten egg, then into 
bread crumbs and fry in smoking hot 
fat composed of one part butter to two 
o* lard,

their place certain other compound mole- 
cules of oxygen and nitrogen combined. 
The result of this transformation is to in- 
troduce into the body an exceedingly un- 
stable compound, which breaks up at the 
least increase of temperature. The whole 
body then becomes disorganized and is re- 
duced with instant suddenness from a solid 
to a gaseous state, with enormous increase 
of volume and great development of heat, 
the process, except as regards speed, being 
precisely the same as happens every day 
with the combustion or oxidation of coal 
in a grate. 


-Nitroglycerin, which was invented in 


1847, 
has precisely the game chemical com- 


position as nitrocellulose. It ia made by 
spraying pure glycerin (also composed of 
carbon, oxygen and hydrogen) into a mix- 
ture ol strong nitric and sulphuric acids, 
the latter serving merely to keep the nitric 
acid strong, as water is evolved in the proc- 
ess which has to be absorbed. 


The history of nitrog'.ycerin has been 


from the first a very disastrous one. It is 
such a ready explosive that a tap on the 
vessel containing tt is almost enough to set 
it otf, and had not some simple device been 
thought ol lor soaking it up into a porous 
or spongy snhstance, so as to reader it 
capable of being handled in a solid and less 
dangerous form, it could never have come 
into commercial use. 


This, like gun cotton, is useful solely as a 


blasting agent. Its explosion is so rapid 
that no gun could stand it, and artillerists 
all over the world, while seeking in every 
possible direction for a smokeless explosive 
suitable to gunnery, did not dream prior to 
1888 that nttroglycerin could in any way as- 
sist them In their search. The discovery in 
1888 of "ballistite," an explosive suitable 
for ballistic purposes, from the union of 
nitrocellulose and nitroglycerin, was partly 
due to accident, but was none the less a 
brilliant; achievement. 


Tapioca Cream Fndding. 


Soak 4 tablespoonfnls of tapioca in water 


overnigBt, In the morning put a quart ot 
milk in a farina kettle, and when the milk 
gets to the boiling point stir in the tapioca. 
Add a half pint more of milk and let it 
cook till the tapioca is all dissolved, so 
there are no large lumps of it to be seen. 
Beat the yolks of the 4 eggs with 6 heaping 
tablespoonfuls of granulated sugar to a 
foam; grate ia half a small nutmeg and 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla extract. Stir 
in a pinch of salt. Then take the kettle 
from the range and pour the milk over the 
beaten eggs, stirring quickly with a silver 
fork while it is being poured in to keep it 
from curdling; put back in the kettle aud 
let it cook until it begins to wrinkle on top; 
then pour it into your pudding dish. This 
pitdding may be eaten either hot or cold. 
It is really better cold.

with which they attack certain fruit when 
fully ripe, rotting in fact/, and I have also 
noticed some of the peculiar results of their 
doing so. The sugar in some fruits which 
are most attacked by wasps has a tendency 
to pass into a kind or kinds of alcohol in 
the ordinary process of rotting, a, fact which 
is easily ascertained by the use of a still not 
large enough to attract the attention of the 
excise authorities.

rerta'in plums, you will tee wasps pushing 
tnd fighting in numbers mncli larger than 
ean be accommodated, and you will sec 
them get very drunk, crawl away in a semi- 
somnolent condition and repose in the grass 
for some time, till they get over the 'bout,' 
and then they will go at it again.

Tlio Communism of Capital, 


In 1843 the works of Charles Fourier, 


tho joint stock communist; of .France, 
wero brought to this country,. His the- 
ories netting forth tho groat advantages 
of combination to both labor and capital, 
being accepted and advocated by Horace 
Groeloy, Dr. Channing and other young 
loaders of thought, created a great furore, 
and phalanxes or associations, composed 
of pooplewhowere to shure the products 
of their labor iu common after paying 
dividends on capital invested, were form- 
ed in various parts Of the country. 


"While theso associations for different 


caufloa failed, so far as the people com- 
posing thorn wore concerned, yet capital, 
aa never before, discovered the great ad- 
vantages of combiuatiou. 
Capitalists 


Boon found that it WUB better for capital 
to buy tho labor needed in the market 
rather than lo organize the people into 
phalanxes or associations, Consequently 
only 0110 element of Fourier's scheme 
continued, aud as a result wo have today 
in our country a communism of capital 
that is nil powerful ana includes the bulk 
of the nation's wealth. 


An examination of Fourier's books 


shows tluit trusts and combines are all 
organized in harmony with the doctrines 
of this great communist, omitting tho 
Immune part of his scheme whereby the 
people who did tho work became a fixed 
part of tho commune or combination ur- 
guuized. Thus it seems to me that the 
capitalists are tho communists of our 
country at tho present time, and while 
they cry out vigorously against socialism 
or communism they condemn tbat which 
they practice to their own great advan- 
tage.—J. W. Coultns in Chicago Record.

trades in New York by the notion ot 
several rich men in having the decorative 
work on their homes done in Europe and

Severally tho whiaky and flavor- 
ing go into tbe. butter before the eggs 
and sugar are added. 


Last of all comes the frothed whites; 


then after 10 minutos of vigorous beat- 
ing the cake is ready for the oven,

Into commercial use. 


This, like gun cotton, is useful solely as a 


blasting agent. Its explosion is so rapid 
that no gun could stand it, nnd artillerists 
all over the world, while seeking in every 
possible direction for a smokeless explosive 
suitable to gunnery, did not dream prior to 
1683 that nllroKlycerln could In any way as- 
sist them In their search. The discovery in 
1888 
of "ballistite," an explosive suitable 


Eor ballistic purposes, from the union of 
nitrocellulose and mtroslycerin, was partly 
due to accident, but was none the less a 
brilliant achievement.

Strikers have checked the 
improvement in building and some other 
trades, and scarcity of coke has caused 
closing of some iron works, while a strike 
of ail bituminous iron workers is ordered 
and may prove serious. 


More favorable crop reports than were 


expected, which justifv lareer hope for 
next fall, have arrested the upward ten- 
dency in prices of products. The renewal 
of gold exports occasions some disquie- 
tude. But the gradual exhaustion of 
goods in the hands of dealers makes the 
consumption of the people more dis- 
tinctly felt, and apparently larger, and 
this demand increases with the gain in 
the number of hands at work.

Strikers havo checked the 
Improvement in building and nome other 
trades, and scarcity of coke has caused 
closing of some iron works, wh'lle a strike 
of all bituminous iron workers is ordered 
and may prove serious. 


More favorable crop reports than were 


expected, which justify larcer hope for 
next fall, have arrested the upward ten- 
dency in prices of products. The renewal 
of gold exports ocoasIonB some disquie- 
tude. But the emdual eihaustlon of 
goods in the hands of dealers makes tho 
consumption of the people more 
dis- 


tinctly felt, and apparently larger, and 
this demand increases with tho giun In 
the number of hands at work. 


Ib cannot be said that uncertainty as to 


the future has materially diminished, but 
there is an evidently growing Impression 
tbat there will ho no important legisla- 
tion on the currency or the tariff. Thla 
impression, whether erroneous or not, in- 
fluences tho action of many. On the 
whole, the progress is still obstructed by 
uncertainties. 


Wool and Cotton. 


New wool has begun to coma forward, 


and, as tho yield is expected to be grea 
reduced, prices are slightly firmer, with 
large purchases for a peculation. A strik- 
ing increase is noted in tho demand for 
fall dress goods, but in men's woolens 
there is no improvement of demand for 
hluvy 
weights, and orders for spring 


goods have been reduced, though easy 
terms are offered. 


The tone of the dry goods market on 


the whole is less assuring, buyers ore few, 
and mail orders are falling off, and there 
13 a shade of weakness In some cottons, 
with less success in stimulating trade by 
low prices. 


Boot! and Blioei. 


The boot and shoe trade continues to 


Improve, a larger proportion of the fac- 
tories having orders for some time to 
come, though producers of the better 
grades of goods find comparatively little 
to do. 


The government report for April 1 in- 


dicated much less damage to wheat than 
speculators had expected, BO that prices 
declined for the week 11-2 ccnta. It is 
officially suggcsEcd that the extent of In- 
jury since April 1 Is not yet known. Corn 
has declined 1-2 cent. 


Pork and lard are a shade higher, and 


oil has been hoisted by manipulation. 


Cotton has declined again to 7.63. 
The failures this wuek have been 218 in 


the United States, against 1Q7 lost year, 
and 34 in Canada, against 22 last year.

undulated MjM as the eye could reach. 
The xnatiy Ugats, gleaming from Allan- 
bay, were extinguished one by one; the 
twinklings of remote St. Bees glbnmpr- 
ed fainter and fainter on the Sol way, 
while 


the villages and mansions on the Scottish 
eoust, from Annand to Kirkcudbright, 
Were perfectly silent and dark as beseemed 
{belt devout and frugal inhabitants. 


AS I sat and thought on the perils I had 


(nwuntered and braved on the great deep, 
I observed a Jow dark mist arise from the 
Wiiddle ot the Solway, which, swelling 
out, suddenly ceme rolling huge and sable 
ioward the Cumberland shore.

Saving life From Appendicitis. 


Willard Parker, a surgeon of New York 


demonstrated the practicability of an oper 
a1 ion for appendicitis In ISO", since whic 
time the technique has been much im 
proved, also by American surgeons, an 
notably by Bull, McBurney, Wetr, Sbim 
son, Morris and others. Previously th 
dangerous forms of this disease were nn 
formly fatal and were designated as on 
of the varieties of inflammation of th 
bowels, or peritonitis.

view was accepted accordingly. It was the 
advocacy of an old principle in a new 
form. His first eases being successful, his 
plan of treatment at once became an ac- 
cepted method of practice. From such a 
beginning has been evolved an operation 
the subsequent perfection of which chal- 
lenges comparison In the brilliancy of its 
results with that of any other in tho long 
list «f life saving measures.—.Dr. George 
F. Shrady in Forum. 


Our Original Troy Pound. 


In 1828, when Adams was president of 


the United States, congress authorized or 
appointed a commission "to bring to this 
country a troy pound adjusted to" the Brit- 
ish standard." When the commission re- 
turned, the president received the package 
and broke tho seal in the presence of tho 
distinguished men of America. This orig- 
inal weight standard is now in the mint 
at Philadelphia and is not regarded as be- 
ing of ideal accuracy by any means. It ia 
made of a very poor quality of brass, is 
rongh In texture and hollow. According 
to a law now In force, each state is entitled 
to a copy or duplicate of this standard. — 
St. Louis Republic.

Copying From Nat tiro. 


That the designer who copies from na- 


ture is tho one that Bitaina success most 
readily cannot l>r tioulitcd. Tho days i»l 
copying from old designs are fast going, 
and now the designer v/ho would keep up 
with the times must be as original as pos- 
sible. This has been said many times bo- 
fore by many writers. The most unique 
method of designing from nature, thu& as- 
suring originality, is a way which your 
correspondent has had explained to him 
recently by one of the designers in a Law- 
rence mill. 


This man has designed fancy figured ef- 


fects for intricate shawl patterns for many 
years. Since the advene of tha demand 
which calls for a closer Imitation of nature 
in designing, this man has found it to be 
advantageous to copy from flowers. His 
ability to copy offhand from a flower model 
Is deficient, so he docs like this: Ho gets a 
bunch of roses or a twig of loaves and buds 
and places those upon hia droifrn paper. A 
light pressure with the hands flattens the 
objects upon the paper sufficiently to per- 
mit a true outline to be mudo of each leaf 
or flower. 


This outline ho makes by tho use of a 


pencil. Then he is snro of getting the cor- 
rect forms of the figures. After he lias 
made tho outline of each leaf and flower 
the bunch is removed, and he proceeds to I 
nil In the shapes. Then he cheeks oft tho I 
risers and sinkers according to the out- 
lined forms, and thereby is sure of gutting 
the correct shapes of tho objects into his 
design. This appears to be quite a novel 
way of copjhig from ntwurn. Any one cun 
do this.—Commercial Bulletin.

Saving Life From Appendicitis 


Wlllnrd Pnrker, a surgeon of Now York 


demonstrated thcpracticabllityof anopcr- 
nliou fur appendicitis in 1607, since which 
time the technique has been much im- 
proved, also by American surgeons, and 
notably by Bull, MoBurney, Weir, Stim- 
flon, Morris and others. 
Previously the 


dangerous forms of this disease were uni- 
formly fatal and wore designated as one 
of tho varieties of inflammation of tho 
bowels, or peritonitis. Contrary to this 
generally accepted belief, appendicitis Is 
now of no more frequent occurrence than 
'formerly, but as It Is more raudlly recog- 
'ulzed and Its cure Is almost uniformly as 
sured it naturally claims an ertru atten- 
tion, especially from such as now learn of 
its existence for the first lime. And yot 
such operations were performed Budccsslve- 
ly over a quarter of a century ago. Parker 
plainly saw tho Indications of opening an 
abscess, and thus, fallowing out a recog- 
nized Burglcal rule, very consistently ad- 
vocated the proceduro. His high standing 
In his profession secured becoming consid- 
eration for his recommendation, and. }\\s 
view was accepted accordingly.

Copying From Nlllllro. 


That tho designer who copies from na- 


ture lu tho one that attains success most 
readily cuunut bo doubted. Tho dayH ol 
copying from old designs are fast going, 
and now the designer who would keep up 
with tbo times must be us original an pos- 
sible. This has been said mr,ny times bo- 
fore by many writers. Tho most unique 
method of designing from nature, thus as- 
suring originality, Is a way which your 
correspondent has hnd crplnlucd to him 
recently uy cue of tho designers In u Law- 
renco mill. 


This man has designed fancy figured ef- 


fects for Intricate shawl patterns for many 
yearB. Since tho advent of the demand 
whloh calls for a olosor Imitation of nature 
In designing, this man has found It to be 
advantageous to copy from flowers. Ills 
ability to copy offhand from a flower model 
Is deficient, so ho does like this: Ho gots a 
bunch of rosea or a twig of leaves and buds 
and places thcso upon hln design paper A 
light pressure with the hands flattens tho 
objects upon the paper Biifllciently to per- 
mit n true outline to bo made of each leaf 
or Ilowcr. 


This outline ho makc-a by the use of a 


pencil. Then he IB sure of netting Uio cor- 
rect forms of tho figures. After ho has 
made tho outline of each leaf and Ilowcr 
tho bunch IB removed, nnd ho proceeds to 
fill in tho shapes. 
Then he checks' oft tho 


rlscra nnd sinkers according to tho out- 
lined forms, nnd thereby IB sure of getting 
tho correct shapes of tho objects into his 
design. This appears to be quite a novel 
way of copying from nature. Any one am 
do this.—Commercial Bulletin.

Celluloid is prepared from dry gun cot- 
on treated to a solution of camphor in the 
east possible quantity of alcohol. Popular

priukled upon it until finally it sinks into 
ransparent lumps. These are first worked 
>etween cold iron rollers and then rollers 
leated by steam, forming layers that are 
inally subjected to hydraulic pressure. 
After thorough drying of the resulting 
ilates theyaremolded while warm, cutand 
urned into any desired form. The imita- 
io.n of amber, coral and the like is accom- 
ilished by coloring the lumps of celluloid 
as first formed and pressing various colors 
:ogether in the proportions and patterns de- 
lired. Noncombustible celluloid has not 
yet been made.

But not so with thq ffrent individual 
pearls, one of which, worth $500,000, ii, we 
ire told, In (.he treasury of tbeahuh, and an- 
other, worth about half UB much und tor 
three centuries famous, iu a Russian jewel 
case. Thesu solitary penrln nro nnornulies. 
I1 bey miss tho peculiar grace of illo pearl, 
which iu nob solitariness, but select associa- 
tion, Size is no beauty iu the year]. A 
large part of her chariu is tJmt uhe is 
matched, equally and imintroualy matched, 
BO that every one of her Irttmtles is repeat- 
ed. IlQrpreclouBnesBis multiplied by her 
company, for ono oC a necklace of 60 pearls 
la of lesg voluo than the sixtieth part that 
ueoms to be her price. .So HhorlppRnclsupon 
her uompaulODH, but these nro only th/1 per- 
fect. Sho 1ms uover beeu conspicuous he- 
cause she has never been set among com- 
mon thinRH. Tho ruby is unique, but the 
pearl is 0110 of tho elect. 


Young pearls must be kept lor years ho- 


foro they ipso the yellowish tiuge, und time 
KOCH also to tho making a£ u really fine 
necklace. From year to year a more per- 
fect match limy bo discovered, and the row 
is unstrung to make place- for the rounder 
or whiter pearl or tho pearl of more lus- 
trous skin. "With ull these beauties pearls 
nro so delicately uioderatu that every charm 
cun.be exaggerated Iu Lhu counterfeit— an- 
other peculiarity that sets pearls quite apurt 
from Lho gi'eut precious stones. Tho dia- 
mond shines manifestly more radiant than 
anything that imitates it. Hut the Roman, 
bead cim easily bo miidn KloaBicr. more 
f nuUlcHsly round aud more absolutely equal 
than tho pearl. • 


Tho pearl is the more lovelyforbeinc free 


of blemish, but if she had not tho possibili- 
ty of blemish she were not. the pearl. Oue 
thing the glass b.eada cannot give, und that 
is tlic feeling of pearls as they run between 
tho fingers—strong, liQrd, heavy, smooth 
mid cool. And their clinic as they touch 
cneh other IB that of seashella, not of gloss. 
Cleopatra destroyed a sped men pearl, a 
unique penrl, und must be pardoned. She 
could hardly have been forj»iveii had she

How Celluloid Is Made. 


Celluloid is prepared from dry gun cot- 


ton treated to n solution of camphor lu the 
least possible quantltyof alcohol. Popular 
BC'CDCC News B/I.}'R: As layer is placed on 
layer of the gun cotton tho solution Is 
epriukled upon It until finally it sinks into 
transparent lumps. These iiro first worked 
between cold iron rollers and then rollers 
heated by steam, forming hij'ers that lire 
finally subjected to hydraulic pressure. 
After thorough drying of tho resulting 
plates they are mold rd.while- warm, cutand 
turned Into miy desired form, Tho imitiv- 
tlfln of amber, coral and the like is accom- 
plished by coloring the lumps of celluloid 
as first formed and pressing vnrioiiH colors 
together in tho proportions and patterns de- 
sired. Noncombustible celluloid has not 
yet been miidc.

Athletes In ail branches of sport are more 


•t less liable to suffer from overexertion, 
producing severe sprains of the cords und 
•inews. Unless properly attended to at 
•nee these hi juries often cause weeks and 
tnonths of pain and suffering and some- 
times result hi permanent injury. People 
fenerally do not know that tjie simplest 
treatment in these cases is thi be;»t. Eut 
this is the conclusion arrived at by a New 
lork Herald reporter after an interview j 
With Professor Attila, the "strong man '' 
Who has had a personal experience with 
•prains during his professional career of 20 
yean. 


An accident once happened while Attila 


»nd Sandow were performing together. It 
resulted to the breaking of a number of 
Cords of the biceps and the severe straining 
of others, causing the entire arm to turn 
blast and producing great pain. There 
was no outward wound, and the eminent 
physicians and surgeons of the continent 
Vere puzzled over the proper course of 
treatment to pursue. 


Finally Attila left the professors in de- 


•pair, and at his own suggestion the in- 
jured part was wound about with a firm, 
soft cloth. The first day after the cloth 
was put on he was able to lift with the in- 
jured *rm 8 two pound dumbbell. The 
•econd day he raised a three pound weight. 
He kept increasing the weight daily until 
he could raise the 50 pound bell. Then he 
knew he had mastered the injury. In a 
comparatively short time the wound had 
healed, and Attila, strange to say, was 
•tronger than ever in this arm. 


In cases of strains of cords in the wrist 


Attila says the injured part should be 
tightly bandaged and twice a day held un- 
der a faucet, allowing cold water to fall on 
It from a height of two or three feet. This 
produces a natural steaming, very bene- 
ficial. In a short time an improvement is 
noticed under this course of treatment. 


Where the tissues of the muscles of the 


teg are strained'the only treatment neces- 
sary is very Dimple. Bandage the injured 
part tightly and exercise it daily, a little 
at first. If allowed to remain inactive, the 
Injury grows worse in all cases. The strain- 
ing of the muscles of the back is best treat- 
ed by applications of liniment and judi- 
cious use of electric treatment. 


The More Ozone «\e More Inflnenza. 


It is stated that statistics by the state 


board of health of Michigan have demon- 
strated the la» that generally influenza (la 
grippe) is quantitatively related to the at- 
mospheric ozone—the more ozone the more 
influenza, and the law that remittent fever 
is inversely related—the more ozone the less 
remittent fever.

sible and use frequently. Also rub round 
the palms with a cut lemon after rinsing 
fn water without soap, and dust with sub- 
nitrate of bismuth or powdered starch. Or 
apowder-canbemadeinthiamanner: Pow- 
dered starch, 1 ounce; subnitrate of bis- 
touth, 1 ounce: powdered tannin, % ounce.

San 
Marino dates- its existence as a community 
from 885, and its independence as a repub- 
lic from 1S31. Napoleon III protected it 
from papal interference in 1854, and at the 
unification of Italy it was allowed to retain 
its independence, through tho efforts of j 
one Cobrario. Andorre, or Andorra, as 
it is comomnly called, is another Euro- 
pean republic, a trifle larger in point of 
population than San Marino, and nearly six 
times as large in area. 31 is situated in 
an almost inaccessible valley of the east- 
ern Pyrenees, between thu French depart- 
ment of Anege and Calndorra, in Spain. 
The country is crossed by the river Bolira, 
which affords an entrance from France, 
the only other entrance being a precipi- 
tous mule path from Spain. The Andor- 
rians are a fine, robust people, whose prin- 
cipal occupation consists of fruit culture 
and mining, the mountains surrounding 
Andorre containing some of the finest iron 
and lead deposits in the world. Andorra, 
the capital of the republic, is situated on 
the river Balua and contains about 2,200 
inhabitants. It was formerly a quaint old 
city, but tho progressive inhabitants in 
their desire to keep pace with the balance 
of the world have torn down many of its 
old buildings, and the town as well as the 
country is rapidly losing its individuality. 
The republic is governed by a sovereign 
council of 84 members chosen by the peo- 
ple-, ana tho council elects one of its mem- 
be rs to be syndic for life, who exercises the 
chief executive power. While Andorra col- 
lects its own taxes and elccis Its own offi- 
cers, France maintains a sort of protector- 
ate over the country and insists on the 
payment' of 900 francs annually for the 
free importation of corn into the country, 
a product the An'dorrians cannot raise and 
are forced to import from Franco. The 
French government also has the right to 
appoint one of the two supreme judges, 
and in all civil cases the right of appeal to 
the court of cassation at Paris is given. 
This is the limit of France's power over 
Andorre. Andorre maintains a standing 
army of 1,100 men and has been a free 
state since B19 


Another republic of diminutive propor- 


tions is that of Mausuet, which lies be- 
tween Vermus, Eelfriam, and Aix-la-Cha- 
pulle. There is only a very little of this 
most charming country. The land meas- 
ures but four square miles, and the proud 
nation which inhabits it numbers only 
8,000 souls; but such as it is the republic 
exists free and independent, under the 
rule of its people, and enjoys tha protec- 
tion of Germany. It has existed an inde- 
pendent state sinco 1638. It is governed 
by a president and a council consisting oJ 
five members, who are elected every three 
years, the president being eligible to but 
two terms. The national army consists of 
three soldiers, who, in the piping times of 
peace, also act in tho capacity of police- 
men. The capital is the town of Mausuet, 
which has about l.GuO inhabitants, and in 
which a handsomo government building 
was erected in 1833 at considerable cost. 


Pitcairn island, in the Pacific ocean, 


claims to be a free find independent coun- 
try, but its independence has been recog- 
nized by none of tho world's nations.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

' Sun Moriuo ifl an Italian republic, Bltu- 
atcd In the eastern spui-H of tho Ajiennlnai, 
nud ocuupylug im uxeu of about OB equure 
tulles. Au interesting feature of San Ma- 
rino IB that by nn act Jif tho gront couuoil 
no printing prea-f laVnllowud within its 
limits, iinduDyinnttcrJbrintcd iutho coun- 
try is Jlublo to conflacutlou nud tho pub- 
Ilshiir to bo sent to prison. It is tho only 
'country on tbo fuoo of tho globo with anoh 
n law. Tho inhabitants iiurabor about 
6,000, und their cheese nnd wlno are prob- 
ably Icuaivn to uiany uowtJiuipor roadora.

In tho prinolpul square of tho 
city, called Pranello, sLand.H a mngnlflccnb 
white marblo statue of l!bcijtjT, prcBcntcd 
to tho city by thu Duchess of Acquanla in 
1I3T4. In tho city of Ban Murlno no uufll- 
neas of any kind Is allowed to bo oarrlod 
on, and nil of the shops arc to bo found at 
•Borpo di Ran Marino, a busy villngo about 
two mllos away. 


i Tho republic is governed by n great 
council of 00 members who aro elected for 
Hfo. From this body Is elected a council 
of 12, who dcoido in the third and last re- 
sort.

unification of Ifcaly ifc was allowed to retain 
Its IN dependence, through tho efforts o 
ono Courario. Andorrc, or Andorra, as 
It. ia comoinnly called, la another Euro- 
peon republic, .a trlflo larger In point o 
population tban San Marmu,and nearly six 
times us largo in areu, It is situated In 
ivu almost iunccesElblo vnlloy of the oast 
crn ryreuees, betivcon t-liu Fn?nch depart- 
ment of Ancgo and Cnladarra, In Spain. 
Tho countrj* la crossed by tho river Bollro, 
which affords an entrance from Franco 
tho only other entrance being a preclpi 
toufl mule path from Spnln. Tlio Audor 
rlaus aro a flnu, robust people, whoso prln 
cipal occupation consists of fruit culture 
and mining, tlio mountains surrouudlnfc 
Andorra containing some of thorniest Iroi 
and load deposits In the world. Andorra, 
the capital of the republic. Is situated 01 
the river BiUun arid contains about S,EO( 
Inhabitants. It was formerly a quaint old 
clly, but tbo progrcsHlvo Inhabitants In 
their dcslro to keep pacowlbh tho balance 
of tho world lirivo torn down many of Ha 
old bullding&, and tbe town ne wall aa tlio 
country is rapidly losing its Individuality 
The republic is governed by a sovcrelgi 
council of C4 members choson by tho pco 
iJiu, aiid tho council elect? ono of Its mem- 
bers to be syndic for Hfo, who exorcises tho 
chief executive- power. While Andorra col- 
lects its own luxes and elects Its own offi- 
cers, franco maintains a sorb of protector- 
ate over tho couutry and Insists on the 
payment" of 9UO fmncs annually for tho 
free Importation of corn into tho country, 
a produob tho AnUornuns cannot raise anc 
aro forced to Import from Franco. Tho 
French government also has tho right to 
appoint one of tlio two supremo Judges, 
and in nil civil cases the rlghtof appeal to 
the court of cassation at Paris is givun. 
This Is tho limit of France's power over 
Andorra. Andorra maintains a 


ny of 1,100 men and has bccu a free- 


state since 819. 


Another republic of diminutive propor- 


tions IB that of Miiusucfi, which lira 
twcen Vernius, Eplglum, and Als-la-Cha- 
pollo. Tlioro Is only a very little of this 
moet charming country. Tho laud meas- 
ures bub four square miles, and the proud 
nation which inhabits it numbers only 
8,000 eoulfa; but such as it Is the republic 
exists free and independent, under the 
rule of Its people, and enjoys the protec 
;ion of Germany. It has existed an inde- 
pendent stato sinco 10138.. It Is governed 
by a i>rcsidcnt and n council consisting. of 
five members, who aro elected every three 
years, the president being eligible to but 
jwo terms. The notional army consists of 
threo soldiers, who, in tho piping times of 
peace- also act In tho capacity of pollce- 
non. Tho cnplt.nl Is tho town of Mausnot, 
which has about 1,(JUO Inhabitants, and In 
which a handsome government building 
was erected in 1833 afc considerable cost. 


Fltcairn Island, in tbe Paciflo ocean, 


claims to bo a free and Independent couu- 
try, but Its Independence bos been recog- 
nized by none of tho world's nations. — St.

GEN, SLOCUM DEAD, 


FELL ASLEEP IN DEATH EARLY 


THIS MOBNING. 
. 


Gallant Veteran of the Late War With a 


Brilliant Record for Bravery. 


By Telegraph to THE SUN. 


NETV YORK, April 14.—Gen. Henry W. 


Slocum died at 12.05 this morning at his 
home in Clinton avenue, Brooklyn, of 
pneumonia. He has been ill several days 
and his death was not unexpected. 


Just before C o'clock last night he sud. 


denlv began to sink, and Dr. Bellows, his 
family physician, who had charge of the 
case, was summoned. 


Dr. Bellows saw at once the serious con- 


dition of his patient. 
He called Dr. Pubs 


aad Dr. Benjamin F. Westbrook in consul- 
tation. They succeeded in arresting Gen. 
Slocurn's relapse and he was thought to be 
getting belter. 


At S o'clock, however, he suddenly grew 


worse and bis family was summoned to his 
bedside to await tbe end. 


At, 11 o'clock Gen. Slocum fell into 


sleep which continued three-quarters of an 
hour. A few minutes before midnight he 
awoke and spoke to<his family. 


At 12.05, perfectly conscious of his ap- 


proaching end, he d'ted a painless death.

hall, he talked about the local water sup- 
ply with "Bob" Thomas, The latter as- 
sured the alderman that there would be 
jnst as much water drunk, license or no 
license.

THE SECRET CONFERENCE, 


HOW THE CROWD ON THE OUT- 


SIDE TOOK IT. 


All Sorts of Yarus Chewed Over and the 


City Hall Corridors Looked Like the 
Palmer Home Lobby in the Days of a 
National Political Convention. 


The aldermen went into secret confer- 


ence at 2 p. m. A sensational afternoon 
contemporary said that a cordon of police 
was on duty. As a matter of fact two offi- 
cers were on duty, in the afternoon and 
two additional besides the chief in the 
evening. 


The corridors of city hall are so roomy 


that there was no blockade or no crowd- 
ing; the waiting crowd was patient and 
quiet. In the evening the scene was such 
as is presented in the lobby of a big hotel 
at the time of a big political convention. 


The aldermen went into session in ,the 


committee room adjoing the alder manic 
chamber. 
The only man who was altowed 


"within speaking distance was City, Mes- 
sfenger Cahill, who also stood gufrd over 
his own door. 


The crowd was an interesting one to 
tudy; it included many of the local states- 
men, 
a fewcouncilnieD, several ex-council- 


men, John -Nolan and President Sparks. 


Walter Sawyer was around looking over 


he ground and taking a survey of matters 
B general. Everyone talked in whispers 
and all were "knowing ones/' 


They told each other how the list would 
land and ventured opinions as to the 
BBgth of time it would require for the al- 
lermen to agree oft the successful ones. 
3everal of th^e councllmen made 
their 


ieadquarters,in "Bob" Crowley's office. 


About 3 o'clock It became rumored that 


,he aldermen would not come into open 
meeting until about 7 o'clock in the even- 
ng. It was only a matter of conjecture 
iut many regarded it as official and left 
•he building. By 8.45 there were only a 
'ew left about the building and these dis- 
persed half an| hour later when Mayor 
Pickman was seen leaving the building 
with several law books under his arm. It 
was then quite evident that there would be 
no public meeting In the afternoon, as it 
was already late, "and the Mayor was head- 
ed towards home.

There was considerable speculation and 
Lhose who were supposed to be "on the 
inside" with some of the aldermen were 
approached-with the hope that they might 
be able to impart some knowledge. But, 
no; they were all In the dark. 


And so the evening passed with no 


tidings, from the wrangling aldermen. 


Alderman S. J. Johnson Appears, 


At 9.30 o'clock the buzzing of inquiry- 


passed through the corridors when Alder- 
man S. J. Johnson was seen making his 
exit from the city messenger's office. Ac- 
companied by ex-Alderman 
Cassidy he 


walked down the loog flight of marble 
stairs, and into the lower corridor, where a 
ten minutes' conversation followed, be- 
tween the alderman and ex-alderman. 


Hundreds of eyes gazed intently on the 


pair. 


The appearance of the alderman gave 


rise to the thought that the list was ready 
forpublic announcement and so there w&s a 
great rash to the gallery entrance. But 
the crowd was doomed to disappointment. 
They might just as well have reasoned that 
John Nolan was elected senator as to ex- 
pect to hear the lucky 77 read out. 


An Abrnpt Ending. 


The aldermen soon returned to the com- 


mittee room, and had scarcely been lost to 
sight when City Messenger Cahill an- 
nounced that the board had adjourned till 
9 o'clock this morning. 


What Caused Adjournment. 


It is said that the aldermen got to quar- 


reling over the licenses, and the republi- 
cans exhibited a disposition to dictate to 
their democratic confreres. 
The latter be- 


lieved their rights as members of the board 
should be respected and so declared to the 
republicans. A dispute arose and the dem- 
ocratic aldermen refused to remain in con- 
ference and left. 
It is understood that 


the republicans are presuming to dictate 
who should and who should not be brought 
in on the lists of the democratic aldermen. 
The latter rightly objected strenuously to 
such a course and the result was a dis- 
agreement with final adjournment. 


Councilman Collins Smiles. 


Just previous to the adjournment Coun-

INJUSTICE TO MILL HELP WHICH 


SHOULD BE REMEDIED. 


Providence Weavers Obliged to do Double 


Labor at Only Ouu-Slxth In Wueok—E. 
W. Kvdgeri "Writes Upon This Subject. 


Mr. Editor. Bear sir:—If the press re- 


ports of the last few days are correct thi>re 
is a strike under way in the Klverside mill 
near Providence, R. I., on account of the 
management having issued a notice that 
weavers must in future operate two looms 
instead of one. While I am not in favor 
of strikes in any sense yet 1 must certain- 
ly say that the cause of those strikers is a 
just one and should be considered well,and 
the evil effects of such a systuin of displac- 
ing labor be thoroughly looked iuto, before 
we pass judgment either one way or the 
other. I do not know how many looms 
thelRiverslde mill operates but if it is three 
hundred that means the displacing of one 
hundred and fifty weavers and that is not 
all that it means. Out hundred and 
fifty 


idlers mean one hundred and fifty non- 
consumers and it is fair to assume that the 
waees paid to one weaver on two looms, is 
goinc to be one-third less than was paid to 
the two weavers that operated those same 
machines. Either that or there is uo ne- 
cessity of 
removing one 
of 
them. 


Xow 
if 
one 
weaver 
is 
able 
to 


operate 
two 
looms, 
that 
weaver 


shonld certainly receive a full equivalent 
foi the product of the two looms, as it was 
paid before one weaver was displaced. The 
manufacturer claims that less help is 
needed on account of our so-called labor 
saving machinery, as it allows one opera- 
tive to attend more machinery. But I 
have yet to learn from the manufacturci 
what is to be done with those whom they 
are now throwing upon the labor market. 


I understand they are clamoring for a 


Home market. 
They 
say 
"give 
us 


American markets 
for American pro- 


ducts," but it seems'to me that they should 
also say, "Keep American labor employed, 
and fairly paid, and they will make our 
market." Sow let us see what the throw- 
ing out of one hundred and fifty weavers 
out of three hundred moans. We will as- 
sume for the sake of argument, that those 
weavers made on an average ft) a week. 
That means $15! for two looms. But this 
employer is only going to p,iy SO a week 
for the operation of his two looms. 


Therefore, 
he 
has 
taken 
away 


$8 of the purchasing power from tlie 
employe or employees on his l>tu looms 
each week, and stiil keeps up hia weekly 
production. Either that, or he is losiug 
his head. If one weaver is not able to turn 
oil the product from two looms, it is un- 
necessary to make him struggle to do that 
which he is unable to do. If he is able to 
turn off the required product, then be 
should receive wages proportioned to the 
amount of production. But the point h 
lere, "How can we make dividends while 
at the same time reduce our working 
forces?" How iopg this policy can be 
carried on I do not know, but I am under 
the impression that periodical depressions 
are sure to be the result, pauperizing a 
part of our labor, under-paying the rest. 
I cannot see any other result.

"That has been ray principle, and I 


guess I will follow it up until the end 
comes, no matter how much people may 
laugh at me." 


The end has come to Mr. Childs so far 


as this world is concerned, but the ex- 
ample afforded by his useful and good 
life and pursuit of the principle embod- 
ied iu the text quoted still lives and will 
long continue to live. 


The Communism of Capital, 


In 1840 the works of Charles Fourier, 


the joint stock communist of France, 
were brought to this country. His the- 
ories setting forth the great advantages 
of combination to both labor and capital, 
being accepted and advocated by Horace 
Groeloy, Dr. Chanmng und other young 
leaders, of thought, createdagreat furore, 
and phalanxes or associations, composed 
of people who were to share the products 
of their labor in common after paying 
dividends on capital invested,,were form- 
ed in various parts of the country. 


While these associations for different 


causes failed, so far as the people com- 
posing them were concerned, yet capital, 
as never before, discovered the great ad- 
vantages of combination. 
Capitalists 


BOOH found that it was better for capital 
to buy the labor needed in the market 
rather than to organize the people into 
phalanxes or associations. Consequently 
only one element of Fourier's scheme 
continued, and as a result we have today 
in our country n communism of capital 
that is all powerful nnd includes the balk 
of the nation's wraith. 


An examination of Fourier's hooks 


shows that trusts and combines are all 
organized in harmony with the doctrines 
of this great communist, omitting the 
humane part of his scheme whereby the 
people who did the work became a fixed 
part of the commune or combination or- 
ganized. Thus it seems to me that the 
capitalists are the. communists of our 
country at tbe present time, and while 
they cry out vigorously against socialism 
or communism they condemn that which 
they practice to their own great advan- 
tage.-—J. W. Coultas in Chicago Record.

Bow "Dogcart*" Received Their Name.

Bow to Prepare Salmon With Mayonnaise. 


Five pounds of salmon are enough for 


12 people. Get a piece midway between 
tail and shoulders. ' Uoil it the day be- 
fore and put away in a cold place till 
ren,dy for use. To boil it tie it in a cloth 
aud put 2 tablespoonfuls of vinegar and 
a tablespoonful of salt in the water. Pnt 
the fish in cold water and stand on a 
moderate fire.

Lift it out carefully by the cloth in which 
it is boiled tod let it df airi well before 
removing the cloth. Then place it in a 
porcelain dish and set away.

quarters lengthwise, lemon cut in the 
same way, dash a few capers over it, 
and last of all pour the mayonnaise over 
it and serve. 


How to Make Oyftter Croqaettei, 


Drain and plump and ruffle 85 oysters. 


Skim them out and chop fine. To a gill 
of liquor that exuded from the oj'Sters 
add an equal amount of cream, and when 
it boils thicken with 8 tablespoonfuls of 
flour rubbed into a heaping one of butter 
and stir constantly until it is smooth.

Modern .Explosives. 


Ths invention of what are distinctly 


known as modera explosives began, in 1833 
with nitrocellulose or gun cotton. This 
consists simply of dried cotton waste or 
vegetable fiber, acted upon by strong nitric 
acid. The cotton, consists of carbon, hydro 
gen aud oxygen in combination. The ef- 
fect of the acid is to remove certain mole- 
cules of hydrogen and to substitute in 
their place certain other compound mole- 
cules of oxygen and nitrogen combined. 
The result of this transformation is to in- 
troduce into ths body an exceedingly un- 
stable compound, which -breaks up at the 
least increase of temperature. The whole 
body then becomes disorganized and is re- 
duced with instant suddenness from a solid 
to a gaseous state, with enormous increase 
of volume and great development of heat, 
the process, except as regards speed, being 
precisely the same as happens every day 
with the eombustion or oxidation of coal 
in a grate. 


Nitroslycerin, which was invented in 


1847, has precisely the same chemical com- 
position as nitrocellulose. It is made by 
spraying pure glycerin (also composed of 
carbon, oxygen'and hydrogen) into a mix- 
ture of strong nitric and feulphuric acids, 
the latter serving merely to keep the nitric 
aoid strong, as water is evolved iu the proc- 
ess which-hte to be absorbed. 


iw Sistory of nlttoglycerin has been 


from the first a very disastrous one. It is 
such a ready explosive that a tap on tha 
vessel containing it is almost enough to set 
it off, an8 had not some simple device been 
thought of for Soaking it up into a porous 
or spongy substance, so as to render it 
capable of being handled in a solid and less 
dangerous form, it could never have come 
into commercial use. 


This, like gun cotton, is useful solely as a 


blasting agent Its explosion is so rapid 
that no gun could stand it, and artillerists 
all over the world, while seeking iu every 
possible direction for a smokeless explosive 
suitable to gunnery, did not dream prior to 
1888 that nitroRlyoerin could in any way as- 
sist them in their search. The discovery in 
1888 of "ballistite," an explosive suitable 
for ballistic purposes, from the union of 
nitrocellulose and nitroglycerin, was partly 
due td accident, but was none the less a 
brilliant achievement.

Boilta Cnxtard. 


Simple as this dish is there is a knack 


in making it. Here is a good recipe: Steep 
half a thinly pared lemon nnd and 3 ounces 
o£ loaf sugar ia a pint of milk at the side 
of the fire, till nicely flavored. Just bring 
it to boilmg point; then strain it into a 
basin and add to it 8 well beaten whole 
eggs when it has cooled a little. Now 
strain this mixture into another basin and 
stand the latter in a saucepan over the 
fire, stirring the custard oneway the whole 
time till it thickens. Pour it into gla=ses 
rather more than three parts full, t?rate a 
little nu£m»K over it, and use. If richer 
custards are desired, use cream instead of 
milk, or use the yolks of 4 and the whites 
of 3 pgns or even more to the pint of milk. 
Lessening the quantity of white of egg in 
itself: mdreases tbe delicacy of the oustard.

He regarded it as a leg- 
islative monstrosity, which ought to be 
•wangled before its birth.

NEW YORK, April 14.—It G- Dun&Co.'s 


Weekly Review of Trade says: 
BuBineflfl 


Improvement meets many obstacles, and 
Is as scarcely as distinct as It has been in 
recent weeks. Strikers have checked the 
Improvement In building and sonie other 
trades, and scarcity of coke has caused 
closing of some iron works, while a strike 
of all bituminous iron workers la ordered 
and rimy prove serious. 


More favorable crop reports than were 


expected, which Justify larger hope for 
next fall, have arrested the upward ten- 
dency in prices of products. The renewal 
of gold oxports occasions some disquie- 
tude-. But 
Iho crodnal exhaustion of 


goods in the hands of dealers makes the 
consumption of the people more dis- 
tinctly felt, nnd apparently larger, and 
this demand increases with the gain in 
the number of bauds at work. 


It cannot be said that uucert&lnty as to 


the.future has materially diminished, bub 
there is an evidently growing impression 
that there will bo no Important leclsla- 
tion on the currency or the tarifi. This 
impression, whether erroneous or not, in- 
fluences the action of many. On the 
whole, the progress is still obstructed by 
uncertainties. 


Wool and Cotton. 


New wool has bcRun to come forward, 


and, 
as the yield IB expected to be greatly 


rpducsd, prices srs slightly firmer, with 
large purchases for speculation. A strik- 
ing increase is noted In the demand for 
(nil drees goods, but In men's woolens 
there is no improvement of demand for 
heavy 
weights, and orders for spring 


goods have been reduced, though euy 
terms are offered. 


The tone of tho dry goods market on 


the whole is less assuring, buyers are few, 
and mail orders are falling off, and there 
is a fihnde of weakness in some cottons, 
with less success In stimulating trade by 
low prices. Boots and Bhoei. 


The boot aud shoe trade continues to 


improve, a larger proportion of the fac- 
tories having orders for some time to 
come, though producers of the better 
grades of goods find comparatively little 
to do. . 


The government report for April 1 In- 


dicated much less damage to wheat than 
speculators had expected, so that prices 
declined for the week 11-2 cents. It IB 
officially suggested that the extent of lu- 
jury since April 1 la not yeb known. Corn 
has declined 1-2 cent. 


Fork and lard are a shade higher, and 


oil has been hoisted by manipulation. 


Cotton has declined again to 7.62. 
The failures this woek have been 219 in 


the United States, against 187 lost year, 
and 3-1 in Canada, against 22 last year.

Good Friday lu Italy, 


Among tlio nuiiicrons relljiiotiH manife»- 


tations which take placo In Italy during 
holy week thore is one which is porpelu 
ated In Sa\uim. It is tho traditional pro 
cession of the passion and death of Jesus 
Christ. It begina in tho evening. Thla 
procession Iti preceded by a build of music 
playing funeral marches. 
Then comes 


tho cross of tho past>!ou, mnde of light 
wood and hollow. It is carried by who- 
ever paya tho most for tho privilege, and 
this costs sometimes a round sum. The 
bearer in marching keeps time with the 
mtiblc. 


This is followed by splendid artistic 


groups, HoJtioof them of great value They 
are carried oa thu shoulders of 30 or 1U 
men. These groups commence with Adum 
and Eve ami end with representations of 
the passion und death of Christ. The last 
feature in the procession is a reliquary 
con- 


taining a portion of tho true cross and pro- 
ceded by a band. Between each group 
members of different confraternities march 
and chant, tho "Juisoruro," und each mem- 
ber carries a huge cnndlo. They wea.1 
clouts, which vrry lu (olor according to 
the orders to which tlu>y Iviang. The pro- 
cession mnkebn. tour of thu city and outers 
the cathedral at about 11 o'clock. Grent 
crowds gather along the roulo of the pro 
cession, and thousands of sightseers and 
religious people conic fiom great dislances 
to sec the affair. 
Many of them etay ovoi 


until the following Sunday in order to see 
tho other procession, the resurrection oi 
Christ, which starts ut an early hour on 
Easter morning. At thin liandn play lively 
marches, and the groupof the resurrection 
is curried in triumph.—Courier des Etat3

A I 
light pressure with the hantla Battens the ' 
objects upon the paper suihciently to |HT- 
mit a true outline to be mjdo of g*ttli leaf 
or flower. 


This outline ho makes by tho u^e of 3 


pencil. Then he is sure of getting the cor 
rect forms of the figures After he has 
made tho outline of each leaf and fl<>\v,.r 
tho bunch is removed, and ho proceeds to 
fill in the shapes. Then ho chicks off the 
risers and sinkers according to the out- 
lined forms, and thereby is sure of get*ing 
the correct shapes of the objtxts into his 
design. This appears to be quite a novel 
way of copj ing from n.ituro. Any one cun 
do this —Commeuial Bulletin.

readily cannut bo doubted. Tlio days o 
copying from old designs are feat goihg, 
and now elm designer who w ould keep uj 
with tho times must bo aa original an pos- 
slblo. 
This has been said mr,uy times be- 


fore by many writers. Tho most unique 
method of designing from nature, thus ns- 
snrino; originality, Is a way which youi 
correspondent has had explained to him 
recently by ono of tho designers In a Law- 
rence mill. 


This man has designed fancy figured ef- 


fects for intricate thawl patterns for ninny 
years. Slnco tho advent o( iho demand 
| Whloh calls for a closer Imitation of nature 
In designing, this man has. found it to bo 
advantageous to copy from flowers. His 
ability to copy offhand from a flower model 
Is deficient, so he does like this: Ho gets a 
bunch of roses or a twig of leaves nnd buds 
and places thoso upon UB 'dcBlcn paper. A 
light pressure with tho hands flattens the 
objoots upon the paper siilllcienlly to per- 
mit a true outline to be made of iyiyli leaf 
or llowcr. 


This outllno ho makes by tlio use of 3 


pencil. Then ho IB sure of felting Hie cor- i 
rect forms of the figures. 
After ho has 


made tho outllno of each leaf and (lower 
tho bunch is removed, and ho proceeds to 
fill in tho shapes. 
Then ho cheeks off tho 


riacra and sinkers according to tho out- 
lined forms, nnd thereby is nure of Ceiling 
tho correct shapes of the objects Into his 
design. This appears to bo quite u novel 
way of copying from nature. Anyone cau 
do this.—Commercial Dullclln.

of 12,-who decide in the third and lasc re- 
sort. The executive department Is repre- 
sented by two captains regent, one electee 
'by the people and the other appointed from 
the nobility by the council of 12. They 
have a cabinet consisting of u home secre- 
tary, a minister of foreign affairs and a 
chancellor of tho exchequer. An army of 
(J60 men is maintained, who, however, are 
mostly ercployod on police duty. San 
Marino dates its existence as a comiminity 
from 8S5, and Its independence ns a repub- 
lic from lt)31. Napoleon 111 protected it 
from papal interference In 1?34, aud at the 
unitlcation of Italy it was allowed to retain 
its independence, tlirough tlio efforts of

Andorra, 
the capital of the republic, is situated on 
the river Balua and contains about 2,200 
inhabitants. It was formerly a quaint old 
city, but tho progressive inhabitants in 
their desire to keep pace with the balance 
of the world have torn down many of its 
old buildings, and the town as well as tho 
country ia rapidly losing its Individuality, 
Tho republic is gorerued by a sovereign 
council of 24 members chosen by tho peo- 
ple, and the council elects one of its mem- 
bjis to be syndic for life, who exercises tho 
chief executive power. WhilcAndoTrc col- 
lects its own taies and elee.is its own offi- 
cers, France maintains a sort of protector- 
ate over the country and insists on the 
payment of 960 francs annually for tho 
free importation of corn into the country, 
a product the Andorriuns cannot raise and 
are forced to import from France.

It seems that every creature has its dead- 


y enemy, and some specimens many more 
than others. Flies are at certain Seasons, 
usually during the latter part of summer, 
attacked by a paranite that fasten upon 
,heir bodies. Their favorite location is 
around the wings and the shoulders. These 
tiny creatures grow rapidly and soon ba- 
como BO full of blood as to be perceptible 
to the naked eye. They soon exhaust the 
source of supply and leave tho wretched 
victim little more tlian a shell, when it at- 
taches itself to some convenient, plaoe and 
gives up the phoat Any one may discover 
this condition of affair* by noticing that 
Hies become dull and semistupid.

There is only a very little of this 
most charming country. The land meas- 
ures but four square miles, and tbe proud 
nation which inhabits it numbers only 
8,000 souls; bnt such as St is the republic 
exists free and independent, under the 
rule of its people, and enjoys the protec- 
tion of Germany. It lias existed an inde- 
pendent state since 16S8. It ia governed 
by a president and a council consisting of 
five members, who arc elected every three 
years, the president being eligible to but 
two terms. The national army consists of 
three soldiers, who, in tho piping times of 
peace, also act in tho capacity of police- 
men. 
Tho capital ia the town of Mausuet, 


which has about 1,600 inhabitants, and in 
which a handsome government building 
was erected in 1SS3 at considerable cost. 


Pitcairn island, in tho Paciflo ocean, 


claims to be a free and independent coun- 
try, but its independence has been recog- 
nized by none of the world's nations.—Sf>. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Oldest Inhabited House. 


Tho oldest inhabited house within the 


limits of the United States is said to be 
that of Killiau Van Keiisselaer, which 
stands opposite Alb.iny. It is of old liol- 
land bricks, and the front wall still exhib- 
its enormous loopholes, through which tho 
first owners formerly shot at Indians and 
wild beasts. According to a piote set in 
thc vr-x'.l by the Albany Commemorative 
{ ciety a few years ago, the building was 
tree-red in the year 1643. The liou-e is 
still in good repair, after having bfc-..ii in 
cutintant u-,c for more thafi two and a half

Caribon Ilabltg. 


In summer the caribou feeds chiefly on 


common plants. It Is especially fond of a 
broad loafed glass growing in wet places 
and around the barrens which are eo nu- 
merous in various places In the interior of 
New Brunswick. In September you will 
find them on these barrens feeding on the 
reindeer moss (Oladonfa rangiferina), of 
which they are very fond. They will dig 
for it when the snow ia nearly or quite 
four feet deep. They have been seen at this 
work when only their backs were visible 
above tho surface of the snow. When there 
19 a crust on the snow, taeir operations at 
onco cease, as they are no longer ablo to 
work. Then they betake themselves to the 
black moss which hangs from the trees 
which skirt the barrens. This they will, 
however, never e'at so long as thoy can get 
the genuine reindeer moss. 
Toward 


spring they ascend to tbe highlands and 
hard wood ridges, where they remain until 
tho snow has left. Iho dark and white 
caribou are often seen together in droves.

Son 
Mnrino dates Its existence OH a community 
from 885, nnd Its Independence as a repub- 
lic from lufll. 
Napoleon 111 protected It 


from papal Interference in \$51, nnd ut the 
unification of Italy It waaallowprtto retain 
Its Independence, through tho efforts of 
ouo Uubrario. Andorre, or Andorra, as 
It Is conioninly called, IB another Euro- 
pean republic, a trillo larger In point of 
population than San .Marino,Jinducarly six 
times ag largo in area. It Is situated In 
an almost inaccessible- valley of tho east- 
ern Pyrenees, between tho French depart* 
mcnt of Anegn and Caladoira, In Spain. 
Tlie country is croaaod by tho rivor Ilolira, 
which allorda an cntronco from France, 
tho only other entrance being a prcolpl- 
touB mule .path from Spain. The Andor- 
rlans arc a fine, robust people, whose prin- 
cipal occupation coiiElsce of fruit cuHuro 
and mining, tho mountains Burrouudliju; 
Andorro containing apmoof thcflnost iron 
and lead deposits In the world. Andorra, 
tho capital of tho republic, IB situated on, 
Hie river Balua and contains about C,BOO 
InlKibltiUits. It wa« formerly a quaint old 
city, but tho progressive Inhabitants In 
their dc.siro to keep paco with tho balauco 
of tho world hnvu torn down many oE Its 
old buildings, and tho town aa well as tho 
country la rapidly loslng'dts Individuality. 
Tho republic is govjnind by n. sovereign 
council of 24 members chosen hy tho poo- 
plo, and tho council elects one of Its mem- 
b^rs.to bo syndic for life, who oscrclecfl tho 
chief executive powor. While Andorra col- 
lects its own tinos nnd elects KB own oin- 
ccrs, Franco maintains a sort of protector- 
ate over iho country and Insists on tlio 
payment of 900 francs' annually for tho 
frefl importation of oorn into tho country, 
a product tho Andoniaiis cannot raise and 
arc forced to Import from Franco.

Tho Communism of Capital. 


In IR'18 tho works of Charles Fourier, 


the joint stock communist of France, 
were brought to this country. His the- 
ories setting forth tho great advantages 
of combination to both labor and capital, 
being accepted and advocated by Horace 
Greeley, Dr. Chanuiug and other young 
leaders of thought, created a great furore, 
aud phalanxes or associations, composed 
of people who were to share the products 
of their labor in common after paying 
dividends on capital invested, were form- 
ed in various parts of the country. 


While these associations for different 


causes failed, so far as the people com- 
posing them were concerned, yet capital, 
as never before, discovered the great ad- 
vantages of combination. 
Capitalists 


soon found that it was better for capital 
to buy tho labor needed in the market 
rather than to organize the people into 
phalanxes or associations, Consequently 
only one element of Fourier's scheme 
continued, aud as a result we have today 
in our country a communism of capital 
that is all powerful and includes the bulk 
of the nation's wealth. 


Au examination of Fourier's books 


shows that trusts and combines are all 
organized in harmony with the doctrines 
of this great communist, omitting the 
humane part of his scheme whereby the 
people who did tho work became a fixed 
part of the commune or combination or- 
ganized. Thus it seems to me that the 
capitalists aro the communists of our 
country at the present time, and while 
they cry out vigorously against socialism 
or communism they condemn that which 
they practice to their own great advan- 
tage,—J. W. Coultas iu Chicago Record.

GOOD CAKE MAZING. 


Hints on the Preparation of Salmnn—M'hy 


Dogcart* Were to Called—Culinary Kc- 


<-'!]>««. 


The first redrofeSte Is good stuff—fresh 


eggs, sweet butter, light, lively looking 
brown sugar or the finest loaf and flour 
not too white, bnt of the quality that 
when squeezed in tho hand will keep the 
lines and veining of the palm. Besides 
these have flavorings—a bottle of bran- 
dy, another of the very beet whisky, 
spices, homemade citron, raisins, mo- 
lasses and sherry or Madeira wine. 


From such basis you can evolve at 


least SO different cakes, each in its own 
way unapproachably excellent 


Begin with the butter. Whether fresh 


or salt, wash it twice carefully through 
clear, cold water; then cream in a cool 
place, since in a •warm one there Is dan- 
ger of oiling. Beat very light and stir 
all the time nntil mixed with the other 
ingredients. 


About tho eggs it depends. In winter 


they must be fairly warmed; in summer, 
chilled with the coldest spring or well 
water. 


The flour must always be heatedr-set 


in the sun after the first sifting, pro-rid- 
ed it shines hot enough) otherwise prat 
into a bag an4 place upon an earthen 
dish inside the oven until hot through. 


Then it mast be sifted again fast as 


the hands can move, and at once stirred 
lightly into the cake, batter. 


Sugar is powdered, sifted raid dried, 


but not made hot. 


Two methods of mixing obtain about 


equally. In one tho sugar Is put first 
with the crearaed butter, beaten in thor- 
oughly, and the yellow of egg, also beat- 
en very light, added a little at a tima. 


Then comes the flour, also added grad- 


ually! next the whit* of eggs, beaten till 
the dish that holds It might be turned 
upside down without spilling itj then 
the flavoring; last of all, whisky in the 
proportion of a tablespoonful for each 
four eggs used in the caie. 


That is for pound cake or silver or gold 


cake. 
In fruit or spice cakes brandy 


takes its place. 


The spirit is used not as flavoring, but 


as a sort of ohemio solvent, which sofV 
tens the c-rude component flavors into a, 
harmonious whole. 


In the other TV TV the sugar and yolk 


of eggs are beaten together, the flpur 
mised with the creamed butter, then the 
two components carefully stirred to- 
gether. Severally the whisljy and flavor- 
ing go into the butter before the eggs 
and sugar are added. 


Last of all comes the frothed whites) 


then after 10 minutes of vigorous beat- 
ing the cake is ready for the oven. 


How "Dogcarts" Received Their Xamc. 
Originally "dogcarts" were used by 


parties of sportsmen in driving to or 
from the hunting field, and there was al- 
ways a box or empty space under the I 
back seat, into which the dogs were put! 
when being taken to the field. Probably j 
this was done in order that they might 
bo quite fresh to begin the chase, and 
from it these conveyances came to be 
called "dogcarts."

How to Prepare Salmon With Mayonnaise. 


Five pounds of salmon are enough for 


12 people. 
Get a piece midway between 


tail and shoulders. Boil it the day be- 
fore and put away in a cold place till 
ren,dy for use. To boil it tie it in a cloth 
aud put 2 tablespoonfuls of vinegar acd 
a tablespoonful of salt in che water. Put 
the fish in cold water and stand on a 
moderate fire. After it begins to boil 
let it boil 20 minutes or half an hour. 
Lift it out caref ully by the cloth in which 
it is boiled and let it drain well before 
removing the cloth. Then place it in a 
porcelain dish and set away. When 
ready for use, put it on a fisu platter, re- 
move the skin and dress it a'J around 
with crisp white lettuce leaves, pour 
over it a little tarragon vinegar, garnish 
it prettily with hard boiled eggs cut in 
quarters lengthwise, lemon out in the 
same way, dash a few capers over it, 
and last of all pour the mayonnaise over 
it and serve. 


How to Malta Oyster Croquette*. 


Drain and plump and ruffle 25 oysters. 


Skim them oat and chop fine. To a gill 
of liquor that exuded from the oysters i 
add an equal amount of cream, and when j 
it boils thicken with S tablespoonfuls of 
flour rubbed into a heaping one of butter 
and stir constantly until it is smooth. 
Add the well beaten yolks of 2 egga; let i 
boil up once and remove from the fire. 
Add a teaspoonful of celery salt, a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, a bit of cay- 
enne and a palatable seasoning of white 
pepper and saJt and return the oysters. 
When cold, form into oval or round cro- 
quettes, dip in beaten egg, then into • 
bread crumbs and fry in smoking hot 
fat composed of one part bntter to two 
of lard. 


HOTT to Improvise a Night Light. 


Weight a piece of candle so it will 


float upright in a tumbler partly filled 
with water. This will last several hours, 
burning until the •wick is below the sur- 
face of tho water, and has the merit of j 
being perfectly safe. 


Modern Explosives. 


The invention of what are distinctly 


kno\vn as modern explosives began in 1S33 
with nitrocellulose or gun cotton. This 
consists simply of dried cotton waste or 
vegetable fiber, acted upon by strong nitric 
aoid. The cotton consists of carbon, hydro- 
gen and oxygen in combination. The ef- 
fect of the acid is lo remove certain mole- 
cules of hydrogen and to substitute in 
their place certain other compound mole- 
cules of oxygen and nitrogen combined. 
The result of this transformation is to in- 
troduce into the body an exceedingly un- 
stable compound, which breaks up at the 
least Increase of temperature. The whole 
body then becomes disorganized and is re- 
duced with instant suddenness from a solid 
to a gaseous state, with enormous increase 
of volume and great development of heat, 
the process, except as regards speed, being 
precisely the same as happens every day 
with the combustion or oxidation of coal 
in a grate. 


Nitroglycerin, which was invented in 


1847, 
has precisely the same chemical com- 


position as nitrocellulose. It is made by 
spraying pure glycerin (also composed of 
carbon, oxygen and hydrogen) into a mix- 
ture of strong nitric and sulphuric acids, 
the latter serving merely to keep the nitric 
acid strong, as water is evolved in the proc- 
ess which has to be absorbed. 


The history of nitroglyceriu has been 


from the first a very disastrous one. It is 
such a ready explosive that a tap on the 
vessel containing it is almost enough to set 
ii off, and had riot some simple device been 
thought of for soaking it up into a porous 
or spongy substance, so as to render it 
capable of being handled in a solid and less 
dangerous form, it could never have come 
into commercial use. 


This, like gun cotton, is useful solely as a 


blasting agent. Its explosion is so rapid 
that no gun could stand it, and artillerists 
all over the world, while seeking in every 
possible direction for a smokeless explosive 
suitable to gunnery, did not dream prior to 
18SS that nitroglycerin could in any way as- 
sist them in their search. The discovery in 
18S8 of "ballistite," an explosive suitable 
for ballistic purposes, from the union of 
nitrocellulose and nitroglycmn, was partly 
due to accident, but was none the less a 
brilliant achievement. 


How to Select and Test Glee. 


Good glue will dissolve in none but 


nearly boiling water. It can be whittled • 
like horn, breaks crisply, is perfectly | 
brittle in dry weather and has a clear, ! 
transparent appearance. Throw a piece 
into coid water; if it swells, bnt doesnot 
dissolve, it is good. The best glue re- 
quires twice the amount of water to thin 
it that poor glue does and drops in fine 
filaments from the brush, while poor 
glue drops like water. 


How to Britfhtca Gold Thread Embroidery.

broidery becomes tarnished, it can, if 
pure, bo. restored by being pressed with a 
flatiron moderately hot.

their worst stinging, boib in the virulent 
nature of the stroke and the utterly unpro- 
voked assaults of which they arc guilty.

Desiens For Embroiderj-An Attractive 


Fad -Culinary French-How to Interpret 
Menus. 


"A fine house, the second hall of which 


was so dark that a towel pinned on the top 
step was the only indication that the land- 
ing had been, reached,1' is a remembrance 
ef years ago, with which a writer in Har- 
per's Bazar prefaces the following: 


It seems as if even in those days some- 


thing more artistic than a towel might have 
been used for the purpose, but now we have 
lovely translucent glass in delicate colors 
to give not only light but beauty in places 
of this sort. 


By cutting away the wooden panels in 


the upper part of the bathroom door, and 
also of the one at the opposite end of tha 
hall, and setting In leaded panels of glass 
in pale blue shades, a charming effect will 
be given, and the sense of light may be 
further Increased by having the walls pa- 
pered or painted in light tones of buff or 
^rri ootta. 


This glass comes in pale and bottle (freens, 


in yellow,s and dull white and also in shades 
of red, and is made both "crackled" and 
smooth. Leaded in a simple design of one 
or two colors, it may be had for 75 cents, 
81 and $1.50 a square foot. 


A mingling of pale amber and white or 


pale green and yellowish white or rose and 
pale yellow is a pleasing combination, ei- 
ther of which acts as a perfect screen. 


Leaded in this way, it is cheaper than the 


cheapest of ordinary stained glass which 
disfigures so many otherwise pretty houses, 
and used in moderation is in perfect taste 
anywhere. 


Where a screen is not desired, plain trans- 


parent glass set'in small leaded paces has 
an artistic look which is coming to be very 
generally appreciated. 
In doorways espe- 


cially and the upper half of windows 'it is 
much used, and,the architect who advises 
this or tha plain colored paces instead of 
the cheap Imitation of mosaic glass does 
well, for it IB a great pity that people 
through ignorance of what is really good 
should be tempted to spend their money 
for inferior work of any kind.

Tapioca Cream Pudding. 


Soak 4 tablespoonfuls of tapioca in water 


overnight. In the morning put a quart of 
milk in a farina kettle, and when the milk 
gets to the boiling point stir in the tapioca. 
Add a half pint more of milk and let it 
cook till the tapioca is all dissolved, so 
there are no large lumps of it to be seen. 
Beat the yolks of the 4 eggs with 6 heaping 
tablespoonfuls of granulated sugar to a 
foam; grate in half a small nutmeg and 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla extract. Stir 
in a pinch of salt. Then take the kettle 
from the range and pour the milk over the 
beaten eggs, stirring quickly with a silver 
fork while it is being poured in to keep it 
from curdling; put back in the kettle and 
let it cook until it begins to wrinkle on top; 
then pour it into your pudding dish. This 
pudding may be eaten either hot or cold, 
tt is really butter cold. 


Boiler] Custard. 


Simple as this dish is. there is a knack 


in making it. Here is a good recipe: Steep 
half a I hinly pared lemon rind and 3 ounces 
of loaf sugar Iu a pint of milk at the side 
of the lire, till nicely flavored. Just bring 
it to boiling point; then strain it into a 
basin and add to it 3 well beaten whole 
egcs when it has cooled a little. Now 
strain tbis mixture into another basin and 
stand the latter in a saucepan over tha 
fire, stirring the custard oneway the whole 
time till it thickens. Pour it into glasses 
rather more than three parts full, grate a 
little nutmeg over it, and use. If richer 
custards are desired, use cream instead of 
milk, or use the yolks of 4 and the wnites 
of 3 eggs or even more to tbe pint of milk. 
Lessening the quantity of white of egg in 
itself increases the delicacy of the custard.

blasting agent. Ita explosion in BO rapid 
that no gun could stand It, aud artlllerlsta 
all over the world, while seeking in every 
possible direction for n smokeless explosive 
suitable to gunnery, did not dream prior to 
1883 that nitrofilvcerin could in any way as- 
sist them in their scnrch. ThodlGcovery In 
18SS of "ballistiLe," an explosive suitable 
for ballistic purposes, from tho union of 
nitrocellulose and uilrojglycerin, was partly 
due to accident, but .wus uoue the less a 
brilliant achievement.

Strikers have checked the 
improvement in building and some other 
trades, and scarcity of coke has caused 
closing of some iron works, while a strike 
of all bituminous iron workers is ordered 
and may prove serious.

The renewal

As a preliminary step toward curing the 
evil of absenteeism and crushing filibus- 
tering tactics, Mr. Bland presented a 
proposition looking to the enforcement 
by the serjeant-at-arms of section 40 of 
the revised statutes, which provides for

The suggestion was heartily approved 


as the best method of compelling mem- 
berg to attend sessions of the house. 
After some debate a resolution instruct- 
ing the sergeant-at-arms to enforce this 
statute was unanimously adopted. 


The question of compelling members 


who decline to vote to participate in legis- 
lation then came up. 
Several proposi- 


tions were presented; the rule formulated 
by the committee on rules to fine mem- 
bers, tha Springer rule to bring members 
present, and refusing t o vote, to the bar 
of the house, and others compelling them 
to vote or register their names on the 
journal as present, and several others. 


At the Minority's Mercy. 


Speaker Crisp made an elaborate and 


vigorous speech, pointing out the deplora- 
ble position in which the house found it- 
self on account of continued and persist- 
ent absenteeism. It left the house at the 
mercy of the minority whenever, at a 
wink or a nod from Mr. Reed, the Repub- 
licans declined to answer TO their names.

staple articles of food, bread being, tho 
chief.

"hlafdig," a loaf givor. Bacon was the 
principal flash food, a.nd other jncats wore 
also salted; hence boiling was tho common 
form of cooking. They oven boiled theii 
gcesa Tho knives of a late period resem- 
bled modern razors. One In tho Cambridge 
museum was labeled "A Roman Eazor. 


After dinner the cloth was cleared, 


handu were washod, as before the meal, 
and all commenced drinking. When King j 
Ed\vy left tho cup for the society of his 
newly made queou, Dunstnn forcibly drag- 
ged him back to tho guests, because it 
was gross disrespect to leave off early af tot 
dinner. Tho cupa wore often of preolouS 
motals, curiously engraved and of much 
value and were specially loft in wills. Tho 
abbey of Ramsov thus received from tha ( 
Lady Ethelglva two silver cups for tha!

Will.-ird Piu-ker, u surgeon of Now Yorfe, 


demonstrated thoprucllcubllityot an oper- 
Ulioii for nppeudiciils in 18(17, since which 
time tho technique lias beeii much Im- 
proved, also by American surgeons, and 
notably by Bull, Mcllurncy, Web:, Stlm- 
sou, Morris and olhcra. Previously tho 
dangerous forms of this disease were uni- 
formly fatal and wero designated as ono 
of the varieties of inflammation of the 
bowels, or peritonllis. Contrary to this 
generally accepted belief, appendicitis is 
now of no more frequent occurrence than 
formerly, but us it is more rondlly rccog- 
uizcd and Its ouro Is almost uniformly as 
sured it naturally claims an extra atten- 
tion, especially from such as now learn of 
Its oiistonoo for the first time. And yet 
such oporatlons were perfonnodfiuccesslve- 
ly over u quarter of a century ago. 1'nrkor 
plainly saw tho Indications of opening an 
abscess, and thus, following out a recog- 
nized surglonl rule, very consistently ad- 
vocated the procedure. His high standing 
in his profession secured becoming consid- 
orution for his recommendation, und his 
view was accepted accordingly. It wus the 
advocacy of an old principle In a now 
form. His first cases being successful, hla 
plan of treatment at onco became an ac- 
cepted method of practice. From such a 
beginning hug been evolved an operation 
tho sutacimont perfection of which chnl- 
lengca comparison in tho brilliancy of Its 
results with thut of any other In tho long 
list of llfo saving im'niiiros.—Dr. George 
If.

This lias been said iniiiiy times bo- 
faro by many writers. Tho most unique 
method of designing from nature, thus as- 
suring originality, Is a way whioh your 
correspondent linn had explained to him 
recently by ono of tho designers in a Lnw- 
reuco mill. 


This mun hns designed funcy figured ef- 


fects for Intricate shawl patterns for many 
years. Since the advene of the demand 
which culls for a clc-sor Imitation of naturo 
in designing, this nmn hr.3 found It to bo 
ndvnnlugcom to copy from flowers. 
His 


ability to copy offhnnd from u llower model 
Is deficient, BO he docs like this: Uo gets u 
biuich of roses or u twig of louvcs nnd buds 
and places those upon his design paper. A 
light pressure with tho lianda flattens tho 
obiuctsupon the paper sufficiently (o per- 
mit a true outline to bo made of cuch leaf 
or llowrr. 


This outline ho mnkes by tho use of a 


pencil. Then ho Is SUM of getting (ho cor- 
rect forms of tho figures. After he has 
mado tho outline of ouch lent and (lower 
tho bunch Is removed, und ho proceeds lo 
flll In tho shapes. 
Then ho checks off the 


risers and sinkers nccordlng to tho out- 
inod forms, und thereby Is snro of gelling 
tho correct shapes of thu objects Into his 
design. 
This uppears to bo qultu a novel 


way of copying from naturo. Anyone call 
do this.—Commn ,:lnl Bulletin.

The strain- 
ing of the muscles of the back is best treat- 
ed by applications of liniment aud judi- 
sious use of electric treatment.

Tho 
French government cKo has tho right to 
appoint one of tho two supreme judges, 
and in all civil cases the right of appeal to 
the court o£ cassation at Paris is given.

Caribou Habits. 


In summer the caribou feeds chiefly on 


common plants. It is cuf/eoially fond of a 
broad leafed glass growing in wot places 
and around the barrens which are so nu- 
merous in various places in the interior of 
New Brunswick. In September you will 
find them on these Darrens feeding on tho 
reindeer moss (Cladonia rangiferina), of 
which they are very fond. They will dig 
for it when the snow ia nearly or quite 
four feet deep. They have been seen at this 
work when only their backs were visible 
above the surf ace of tbe snow. When there 
is o crust on the snow, their operations ot 
once cease, as they are no longer dble to 
work. Then they betake themselves to the 
black moss which bangs from the trqcs 
which skirt tho barrens. This thoy will, 
however, never eat so long aa they can got 
the genuine 
reindeer moss.

spring they ascend to the highlands and 
hard wood ridges, where they remain, until 
the snow has left. Tho dark and white 
caribou are often seen together in droves.
